Features

Creating an i.LINK network 

Using i.LINK it is possible to chain up to 17 
components together so that the digital audio 
and control signals from each component is 
available to other components in the network. 
With the addition of an i.LINK repeater, it's 
possible to connect up to 63 components. 

i.LINK connectors come in 4-pin and 6-pin 
configurations. This player uses the 4-pin 
connection, but the two types can be mixed 
on a network. 

This player is compatible with i.LINK Audio 
components, such as AV receivers. It may not 
work properly if connected to i.LINK MPEG-II 
TS equipment (such as a digital satellite 
tuner), i.LINK DV equipment (such as a DVD 
recorder or DV camcorder), or an i.LINK- 
equipped personal computer.

Another consideration when connecting 
i. LINK devices is the speed of the interface. At 
present there are three speeds; S1 00 
(slowest), S200 and S400 (fastest). This player 
uses the S400 type. Although you can use 
components with different speeds together, 
we recommend connecting slower speed 
components at the edge of the network if 
possible (shown by the shaded boxes in figs. 
1 and 2). This will keep the network free of 
bottlenecks. 



When used within an i.LINK network, this 
player must be on for the i.LINK connection to 
be maintained.

Controlling this player from 
another Pioneer component 

This player has SR jacks which allow you to 
usethe remote sensor on one Pioneer compo- 
nent to control another. 

Use a mini-jack plug to connect the 
CONTROL OUT of one component to the 
CONTROL IN of another. In this way you can 
daisy-chain several components together. 
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My VCR is a/ready connected to my TV, so 
there aren 't any spare inputs.

What should I plug it into? 

If you don't mind mono sound, you can 
buy a stereo RCA-to-mono RCA cable 
from an electronics store.

• After I load a DVD disc, it ejects automati- 
cally after a few seconds! 

Most likely, the disc is the wrong region 
for your player. The region number should 
be printed on the disc; check it against 
the region number of the player (which 
you can find on the rear panel). See also 
DVD-Video regions on page 13. 

If the region number is OK, it may be that 
the disc is damaged or dirty. Clean the 
disc and look for signs of damage. See 
also Taking care of your player and discs on 
page 81 . Check also that the disc is 
aligned properly in the disc tray and that 
it's loaded label-side up. 

• Why won 't the disc I loaded play? 

First check that you loaded the disc the 
right way up (label side up), and that it's 
clean and not damaged. See Taking care 
of your player and discs on page 81 for 
information on cleaning discs. 

If a disc loaded correctly won't play, it's 
probably an incompatible format or disc 
type, such as DVD-ROM. See Disc/ 
content format playback compatibility on 
page 1 1 for more on disc compatibility. 

• There's no picture! 

Check the front panel and make sure that 
the PURE AUDIO indicator isn't lit. If it is, 
press the PURE AUDIO button to switch 
the video and HDMI outputs back on. See 
also Tront panel on page 26. 

Also make sure that if yourTV isn't 
compatible with progressive scan video, 
that the PROGRESSIVE indicator isn't lit. 
If it is, press the PROGRESSIVE button to 
switch the video output back to interlace. 
See also Tront panel on page 26. 



• I have a widescreen TV so why are there 
black bars at the top and bottom of the 
screen when I play some discs? 

Some movie formats are such that even 
when played on a widescreen TV, black 
bars are necessary at the top and bottom 
of the screen. This is not a malfunction. 

• I have a standard (4:3) TV and set the player 
to show widescreen DVDs in pan & scan 
format, so why do I still get black bars top 
and bottom with some discs? 

Some discs override the display prefer- 
ences of the player, so even if you have 4:3 
(Pan & Scan) selected, those discs will 
still be shown in letterbox format. This is 
not a malfunction. 

• My DVD-Audio disc starts playing, but then 
suddenly stops! 

The disc may have been illegally copied. 

• My CD with MP3 tracks won't play! 

Make sure that the tracks are encoded in 
MPEG1 audio layer 3 format. See also 
Compressed Audio Compatibility on 
page 1 1 . 

• Some MP3 tracks don 't show up. Where are 
they? 

Filenames that don't end with the exten- 
sion ".mp3" won't be recognized by this 
player. Also, if there are more than 250 
folders ortracks on the disc, only the first 
250 are recognized. See also Compressed 
Audio Compatibility on page 1 1 . 

• There's no sound from the analog/optical/ 
coaxial outputs or the HDMI interface! 

Check the front panel and make sure that 
the PURE AUDIO indicator isn't lit. If it is, 
press the PURE AUDIO button to switch 
the digital audio (optical/coaxial and 
HDMI) outputs back on. 
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You can't hear multi-channel DVD-Audio 
using the HDMI interface. Make sure that 
DVD-Audio Out is set to 2 Channel (see 
DVD-Audio Out on page 80) tor a stereo 
downmix (note that some discs will not 
allow you to do this). Also, you won't hear 
any sound trom the HDMI output it the 
source component is only DVI/HDCP- 
compatible. 

• My A V receiver is definitely compatible 
with 96/88.2kHz Linear PCM audio, but it 
doesn't seem to work with this player 
What's wrong? 

For digital copy-protection purposes, 
some 96/88. 2kHz DVD discs only output 
digital audio downsampled to 48/44.1 kHz 
through the optical and coaxial outputs. 
This is not a maltunction. To fully take 
advantage of the high sampling rate 
audio, connect the analog audio outputs 
to your amplifier/receiver. 

• Why can't I hearSACD audio through the 
optical/coaxial digital outputs or the HDMI 
interface? 

SACD audio is only available through the 
analog outputs and the i. LINK connector. 
This is not a malfunction. Also, some 
DVD-Audio discs only output audio 
through the analog outputs and i.LINK 
connector. 

• Is it better to listen to DVD-Audio discs 
through the analog outputs? 

Some DVD-Audio discs do not output 
anything through the digital outputs, and 
multichannel discs are downmixed to 
stereo for the optical and coaxial digital 
outputs. In addition, high sampling rate 
DVD-Audio discs (96kHz or higher) auto- 
matically downsample audio output from 
the optical/coaxial digital outputs. 

Using the multichannel analog audio 
outputs or the i.LINK connector for DVD- 
Audio have none of these limitations. 



• I've connected to a HDMI/DVI compatible 
component but I can 't get any signal and 
the front panel HDMI indicator won 't light! 

Make sure that you've selected this player 
as the HDMI input in the settings for the 
componentyou're using. You may need to 
refer to the instruction manual of the 
component to do this. 

An HDMI connection can only be made 
with components compatible with both 
DVI and High Bandwidth Digital Content 
Protection (HDCP). See Connecting using 
HDMI on page 24 for more on HDMI 
compatibility. 

• There's no picture from the HDMI output! 

Depending on the source material, you 
may not be able to get a picture from DVI- 
compatible sources. DVI sources must 
also be encoded using High Bandwidth 
Digital Content Protection (HDCP) foryou 
to see a picture using this player. See 
Connecting using HDMI on page 24 for 
more on HDMI compatibility. 

Make sure the resolution on this player 
matches that of the component you have 
connected using HDMI. See HDMI 
Settings on page 73 to change the HDMI 
resolution.

Playing discs 



Introduction 

Most of the features described in this chapter 
make use of on-screen displays. For an expla- 
nation of how to navigate these, see Using the 
on-screen displays on page 34. 

Many of the functions covered in this chapter 
apply to DVD and SACD discs, Video CD/ 
Super VCDs, CDs and MP3 discs, although 
the exact operation of some varies slightly 
with the kind of disc loaded. 

Some DVD discs restrict the use of some 
functions (random or repeat, for example). 
This is not a malfunction. 

When playing Video CD/Super VCDs, some of 
the functions are not available during PBC 
playback. If you want to use them, start the 
disc playing using a number button to select 
a track. 

Using the Disc Navigator to 
browse the contents of a disc 

Use the Disc Navigator to browse through the 
contents of a disc to find the part you want to 
play. You can use the Disc Navigator when a 
disc is playing or stopped. 

Important 

• It's not possible to use the Disc Navigator 
when playing a Video CD/Super VCD in 
PBC mode, orwhen a DVD disc menu is 
displayed.

Using the Multi Dial 

You can use the Multi Dial to control fast and 
slow motion scanning and frame advance of 
DVD-Video, DVD-R/RW and Video CD/Super 
VCDs. 

When scanning, no audio is output, even 
when the scanning speed is 1/1 (normal play- 
back speed). 

• To start scanning playback at 1/16 
speed, turn the MULTI DIAL (clockwise for 
forward; anti-clockwise for reverse) 
during playback. 

• Turn the MULTI DIAL in the same direc- 
tion to increase the scan speed — the 
speed is indicated at the top left of the 
screen. 

• Turn in the opposite direction to slow the 
scan speed/reverse direction. 

• To start high-speed scanning, turn the 
MULTI DIAL quickly (clockwise for 
forward; anti-clockwise for reverse) 
during playback. 

• Change the speed/direction in the same 
way as above. 

• To resume normal playback, press ►. 

• To start manual scanning, press JOG

advance frames in either direction. 

• To switch off jog mode, press JOG 
(JOG MODE) again. The picture remains 
paused until you restart playback. 

• To resume normal playback, press ►.

• You can scan Video CD/SuperVCDs in the 
same way as DVD-Video discs (see 
above). However, reverse slow-motion 
scanning is not possible, and there are 
just two fast scanning speeds. 



Playing in slow motion 

You can play DVD-Videos, DVD-R/RW and 
Video CD/Super VCDs at four different 
forward slow motion speeds, and DVD- 
Videos, DVD-R/RW also at two reverse 
speeds.

Taking care of your player and 
discs 

Handling discs 

When holding discs of any type, take care not 
to leave fingerprints, dirt or scratches on the 
disc surface. Hold the disc by its edge or by 
the center hole and edge. 

Damaged or dirty discs can affect playback 
performance. Take care also not to scratch 
the label side of the disc. Although not as 
fragile as the recorded side, scratches can 
still result in a disc becoming unusable. 

Should a disc become marked with finger- 
prints, dust, etc., clean using a soft, dry cloth, 
wiping the disc lightly from the center to the 
outside edge as shown in the diagram below. 




Wipe lightly from the center of the disc 
using straight strokes. 




Don't wipe the disc surface using circular 
strokes, 

If necessary, use a cloth soaked in alcohol, or 
a commercially available CD/DVD cleaning kit 
to clean a disc more thoroughly. Never use 
benzine, thinner or other cleaning agents, 
including products designed for cleaning 
vinyl records. 



Storing discs 

Although CDs and DVD discs are more 
durable than vinyl records, you should still 
take care to handle and store discs correctly. 
When you're not using a disc, return it to its 
case and store upright. Avoid leaving discs in 
excessively cold, humid, or hot environments 
(including under direct sunlight). 

Don't glue paper or put stickers ontothe disc, 
or use a pencil, ball-point pen or other sharp- 
tipped writing instrument. These could all 
damage the disc. 




For more detailed care information see the 
instructions that come with discs. 

Do not load morethan one disc intothe player 
at a time. 

Discs to avoid 

Discs spin at high speed inside the player. If 
you can see that a disc is cracked, chipped, 
warped, or otherwise damaged, don't risk 
using it in your player — you could end up 
damaging it. 
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This player is designed for use with conven- 
tional, fully circular discs only. Use of shaped 
discs is not recommended for this product. 
Pioneer disclaims all liability arising in 
connection with the use of shaped discs. 

Cleaning the pickup lens 

The DVD player's lens should not become 
dirty in normal use, but if for some reason it 
should malfunction due to dust or dirt, 
consult your nearest Pioneer-authorized 
service center. Although lens cleaners for CD 
players are commercially available, we do not 
recommend using them since some may 
damage the lens. 

Problems with condensation 

Condensation may form inside the player if it 
is brought into a warm room from outside, or 
if the temperature of the room rises quickly. 
Although the condensation won't damage the 
player, it may temporarily impair its perfor- 
mance. For this reason you should leave it to 
adjust to the warmer temperature for about 
an hour before switching on and using. 

Hints on installation 

We want you to enjoy using this product for 
years to come, so please bear in mind the 
following points when choosing a suitable 
location for it: 

Do... 

• Use in a well-ventilated room. 

• Place on a solid, flat, level surface, such 
as a table, shelf or stereo rack.

Never lift or move the unit during playback — 
discs rotate at a high speed and may be 
damaged. 

Power cable caution 

Handle the power cable by the plug part. Do 
not pull out the plug by tugging the cable, and 
nevertouch the powercable when your hands 
are wet, as this could cause a short circuit or 
electric shock. Do not place the unit, a piece 
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of furniture, or other object on the power 
cable or pinch the cable in any other way. 
Never make a knot in the cable or tie it with 
other cables.

Browsable pictures (DVD-Audio only) 

A feature of some DVD-Audio discs in which 
the user can browse still pictures recorded on 
the disc as the audio is played. See also 
SI ides how. 

Digital audio 

An indirect representation of sound by 
numbers. During recording, the sound is 
measured at discrete intervals (44,100times a 
second for CD audio) by an analog-to-digital 
converter, generating a stream of numbers. 
On playback, a digital-to-analog converter 
generates an analog signal based on these 
numbers. See also Sampling frequency and 
Analog audio. 

Dolby Digital

Using a maximum of 5.1 channels of audio, 
this high quality surround system is used in 
many of the finer movie theaters around the 
world. 

The on-screen display shows which channels 
are active, for example showing 3/2.1 . The 3 
being the two front channels and the center 
channel; the 2 being the surround channels, 
and the .1 being the LFE channel. 

DTS 

DTS stands for Digital Theater Systems. DTS 
is a surround system different from Dolby 
Digital that has become a popular surround 
sound format for movies.

Dynamic range

HDMI 

HDMI (High-Definition Multimedia Interface) 
is a high-speed digital interface which hasthe 
capability to support standard, enhanced, or 
high-definition video plus standard to multi- 
channel surround-sound audio on a single 
digital connection.

MP3 

MP3 (MPEG1 audio layer 3) is a compressed 
audio file format.

MPEG audio 

An audio format used on Video CD/Super 
VCDs and some DVD discs. This unit can 
convert MPEG audio to PCM format for wider 
compatibility with digital recorders and AV 
amplifiers. See also PCM (Pulse Code Modula- 
tion). 

MPEG video 

The video format used for Video CD/Super 
VCDs and DVDs. Video CD/Super VCD uses 
the older MPEG-1 standard, while DVD uses 
the newer and much better quality MPEG-2 
standard.
